REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  Rum ney   School   District: 

I  hereby  present  my  fifth  annual  report  as  Superinten- 
dent of  Schools.  The  statistical  portion  of  the  report  follows. 

During  the  summer  Thelma  M.  McDonald  after  several 
years  of  successful  service  resigned  ai  Stinson  Lake  and 
Theda  L.  Page  of  Monroe,  a  Plymouth  Normal  School  grad- 
uate, was  appointed.  Stewart  Thompson  accepted  a  prin- 
cipalship  in  another  town  and  Lela  C.  Munson  was  trans- 
feree! from  Quincy  to  the  Depot  Grammer  Room.  Robert  F. 
Spafford  is  teacher  at  Quincy.  The  attendance  of  the  Village 
school  of  approximately  thirty  is  small  for  a  two  room 
school.  State  aid  will  be  available  for  only  one  teacher  if 
there  is  further  decrease. 

There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  total  enrollment  of 
the  district.  Last  year  the  percentage  of  attendance  for  the 
district  fell  below  the  average  for  the  state.  Stinson  Lake's 
percentage  of  97.16  is  of  high  credit  to  the  pupils  and  again 
this  s(;hool  leads  the  district  in  attendance.  Last  winter  was 
very  severe  and  for  the  most  part  children  came  to  school 
when  it  was  advisable  for  them  to  do  so.  Fire  drills  were 
held  frequently  and  particularly  so  at  the  Depot. 

By  arrangement  with  the  School  Board  and  the  Select- 
men the  wood  for  most  of  the  schools  is  purchased  from  the 
town.  This  appears  to  be  an  admirable  plan  for  school  and 
town  and  offers  work  to  local  people  in  need  of  it. 

Since  the  last  report  the  Depot  School  has  been  shingled, 
a  cement  walk  laid  at  West  Rumney,  new  furnace  grates 
have  been  installed  at  the  Depot  and  Village  and  storm  win- 
dows purchased  for  the  Village  School.  The  Parent  Teach- 
er's Association  placed  a  piano  at  the  Depot  School  and  fram- 
ed pictures  of  Washington  in  both  rooms.  The  Association 
in  conjunction  with  the  Grange  expects  to  finance  some  of 
the  expense  incident  to  the  federal  dental  clinic.  The  Grange 
Chapters  in  town  now  offer  improvement  prizes  to  all  rooms 
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in  the  district,.  These  prizes  are  awarded  at  graduation  and 
a  matter  of  great  pride  to  the  recipients.  The  Grange  is  to 
be  highly  commended  for  this  splended  project. 

The  school  buildings  of  the  district  are  in  general  good 
repair,  except  that  the  furnaces  at  the  Village  and  Depot 
need  some  minor  repairs.  It  is  hoped  that  sometime  water 
will  be  available  in  all  the  buildings.  The  water  supply 
should  be  bountiful  and  under  the  exclusive  control  of  the 
Board.  The  Board  held  14  meetings  during  the  year  and 
has  been  prudent  and  efficient  in  the  handling  of  the  finan- 
ces of  the  district. 

The  work  of  all  the  schools  is  progressing  remarkably 
well  and  the  children  are  pleasantly  and  profitably  engaged 
in  worthwhile  work.  Good  teachers  leave  now  and  again,  but 
the  new  ones  seem  to  catch  the  traditional  high  sense  of 
duty  and  service  of  the  district  and  the  work  goes  on  with- 
out diminuation  or  interruption.
